They 
were referred to the Committee on Elections. 
Kellogg ¡Produced bids to pay the i alary of the 
reporter of decisions of tbe Supremo C ourt; amend­ 
ing the Code of Civil Procedure in relation to the 
commencement of actions upon claims before Jus­ 
tices of the Peace, and to protect sidewalks in un­ 
incorporated towns at.d villages. 
Reddy introduced a till amending the preso:.t law 
for the protection of miners. Under the pre sent 
law mining companies are compelled to provide * 
second means of egrets or escape from any shaft 
over 300 feet in depth, where there are twelve men 
or more employ ad. 
Reddy sots hedoei not propose 
that they’ shall be allowed to kill eveu twelve men, 
and bis amendment requires tbe second moans of 
escape, uo matter what number of men are em­ 
ployed. 
It also provides that mines havirg steam 
hoisting works shall not be left in charge of one 
man. .There have been easts where something has 
happened to the man in charge, and tires have oc­ 
curred iu tho works, nsmbingpn the asphyxiation of 
the imprisoned miners below. The hill will remoro 
that danger. 
Whitney introduced a bill to promote irrigation 
and regulate the distribution ' f water used therefor. 
It is tbe bill which was published in full iu the 
R ic o r d -U n ío n of Tu.sday, and was drawn by ex- 
Survsyor-Qenen! Shanklin. Whitney r If o intro- 
ducedabill amending the Bank Commissioner Act 
Perry introduced a State reformatory bill, which 
provides for a school in which ail males under 21 
years of age, now confined ia the State Prison, 
House of Correction, Industrial Sch-ml, or hereafter 
committed, shall be imprisoned. It is to be gov­ 
erned by a Board of seven Directors, to hold for ten 
years: eupcrintcndcnt Pi be appointed, who must 
be ever 40 years of age, graduate of a college or 
university, and who shall pusses, qua! ficatious pe­ 
culiarly fitting him to educate and reform y. u tb ' -t 
criminals. 
Provides for eepara’e confinement of 
prisoners ; for two hours' schooling each dav ; for 
instruction in some trade or calling, due considera­ 
tion being had f r aptitude cf each prisoner ; that 
those over 16 years of age Khali be separated from 
those tinder that ege, and that th ’ec confined for 
larceny be separated from those confined for petty 
misdemeanors. 
Spencer of Napa introduced a concurrent resolu­ 
tion directing the State Enginetr to 1 roeccd imme­ 
diately to tin State Deaf aud Dumb Asylum and 
the State University and report at an early day a 
plan for the seweiage of those institutions and the 
probable cost thereof. It was referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Public Buiidings.

FUBLIC SWINDLERS. 
Swindlers abound and prosper who seek 
to make the United States mails the me­ 
dium for perpetrating frauds. The postal 
authorities publish monthly a list of per­ 
sons and firms conducting schemes to de­ 
fraud. For all euch, mail matter of every 
description is refused. The D¿ceraber list 
of these “ frauds.” as the Postmaster- 
General boldly denominates them, de­ 
scribes 298 persons, firms and companies. 
All these swindlers adroitly advertise their 
schemes or goods. Such alluring baits 
cover their hooks that it is small wonder 
the rascally anglers catch the unwary. 
Generally these fellows call for so small a 
sum to be forwarded, and promise such 
rich returns, that even if suspicion is 
awakened by the liberality of the offer, 
many incur the risk to Batiefy their curi­ 
osity. But a large number of the pro­ 
scribed demand hoavier investments, and 
promise proportionally marvelous rewards. 
The postal statistics disclose that the peo­ 
ple are robbed by these advertising frauds 
of an exceedingly large sum annually. It 
is scarcely possible to provide any ade­ 
quate means for the protection of the in­ 
cautious in this regard. All that the press 
can do is to utter its warning agaiüst all 
kinds and classes of advertisements prom­ 
ising very much for very little ; and to di­ 
rect attention to the fact that the charac­ 
ter of the journal in which these traps are 
set wiil very frequently give a key to the 
character of the scheme announced, as the 
more reputable journals now exercise a 
censorship over their advertising columns 
in this respect. 


It is quite evident that the order has gone forth 
for “ a clean sweep.” A variety of bills has been 
introduced in the Legislature for the abolition of 
various Commissions and offices of Commissioners, 
n every case a new Commission is to be erected 
nd thus the Executive is enabled to fill the piaces 
with men of his political faith. Great and powerful 
is King Party. 


A corresponDiXT of the Record-Uxios suggests 
that fire departments be equipped with mortars 
from which they can fire a hook and wire rope into 
any window of a lofty burning building. Ihe ra r- 
tar might be used with compre .-sed air or explo­ 
sives.

The report of the State Board of Health 
ia an interesting one. Whoever pernees it 
mast conclude that this important body 
lacks power. By knowledge and experi­ 
ence it is fully qualified, but it Las do 
authority to put into practical operation 
such sanitary and other regulations as are 
necessary to secure desirable results. Not 
long ago the Board found itself powerless 
to enforce necessary measures to check the 
incommg of a contagious and loathsome 
disease at the State line. It appealed to 
the Executive to exercise extraordinary 
powers, and the request was complied 
with to secure the desired end, but it was 
done without full warrant of law. Men 
do pot live to take care of their health, 
but take care of their health to live, and 
this should be the rule of action for the 
community. 
Bat without an effective 
State Board of Health no general public 
progress in sanitary reforms can be made. 
The Board should not only be our mentor 
in these matters, bnt occupy much the 
position of guardian. At present it is 
little more than a statistical and advisory 
bureau, giving advice no one is under ob­ 
ligation to respect. It should be invested 
with Borne executive vigor. The organic 
Act of the body íb sufficient as to its con­ 
stitution, bnt that should be supplemented 
with positive powers. Trust, in these 
matters, must be reposed somewhere, and 
it is better placed in a State Board than 
elsewhere. Bills are already pending to 
give the body adeqnate authority in sev­ 
eral directions, one being as to examina­ 
tions for color blindness among those 
whose vocations place them in charge of 
the lives of human beings ; another con­ 
cerns the matter of vaccination, and still 
another confers the power to protect the 
State from the immigration of pestilence. 
Certainly Buch reasonable powers as the 
Board asks to be invested with should be 
granted to it. 
A MATTES OP JUSTICE. 


HOME AND ABROAD. 


A bill has been introduced providing for 
the payment of outstanding warrants against 
the fund of Drainage District No. 1. Suf­ 
ficient time has now elapsed for the heat 
of the debate over the drainage scheme to 
have entirely subsided. The equities are 
all on the side of those who, on the credit 
and integrity of a Legislative Act, prose­ 
cuted work under it. But if warrant- 
holders are to be paid, let those with 
audited claims also be made whole. Many 
of these are farmers and laborers living 
aloDg Bear river, who gave of their time 
and means in good faith. The State can 
not afford to bear the Btigma of repudiation 
because of error in the Act it passed, and 
under which it invited these men to labor. 
Some of them have been financially crip­ 
pled for life by reason of the failure of the 
law, in which they were led to repose con­ 
fidence. All the miserable cry about 
the expenditures being “ a steal ” was 
without 
foundation, 
and 
no 
man 
is 
found 
to-day 
so 
rash 
as 
to renew it. The evidences of the value of 
the labor and its honest disposition under 
direction of accredited officials are ample 
and at the command of the Legislature. 
The wisdom of the Act under which the 
claimB accrued is not at all at issue, and in 
no wise involved. If these men are to be 
denied, with what grace can the State 
hereafter invite its citizens to serve it? If 
equity does not reside with these claim­ 
ants it will be a small task to make it clear. 
It will not become the Legislature to plead 
the technicality of the bond, to avoid, 
through its error, its honest redemption ; 
nor do we believe the representatives of 
the people will descend to such means. 
Justice, said Cicero, consisls in doing no 
injury to men. Let it not be said of Cali­ 
fornia that she coldly refuses to repair the 
injury these claimants have suffered at her 
hands. 
A 00METIC THEORY. 


Tnx Miners’ Association has bsued an address no­ 
tifying mining communities that an accredit» d agent 
of the organization trill call upon them to render 
material aid in defense of mining interests. 


Ignatius Donnelly, whose "A tlantia” 
attracted deserved attention, for the in­ 
genuity of his argument and his remarka­ 
ble array of authorities as proofs in support 
of the theory of a sunken continent, is out 
in a new work on the age of “ Fire and 
Gravel,” in which, reasoning from the facts 
adduced, he satisfies himself that the “ so- 
called Glacial Age ” really represents a 
collision between the earth and some one of 
the many wandering luminaries of space. 
He holds that there was not alone one, but 
many of these collisions, repeated at dis­ 
tant intervals. 
Without entering into 
controversy on that eubject, it may be said 
that this is a crumb of comrort to timid 
souIb. A great proportion of mankind still 
regard comets with terror, and as a foe to 
all things mundane. Even our author con­ 
siders their erratic behavior sufficient 
apology for fear ; but he also maintains 
that they are agencies in a great evolution­ 
ary system for the highest development of 
this globe, the immeasurable age of which 
may have witnessed many ccmetic visita­ 
tions that have locked the earth in glacial 
bonds, or deluged it with universal fire. 
INTOLERANCE, 
We are told that at Zanesville, Ohio, on 
Sunday night O’Connor, an ex-priest, 
attempted to lecture on church topics; 
that a mob of 1,500 people assembled, 
stoned the speaker, threatened him with 
tar and feathers, and broke up the meet­ 
ing, and that of the three daily papers in 
the place, while the affair occasioned in­ 
tense excitement, not one has had the cour­ 
age to publish the names of any of the 
rioters, or to set forth the particulars of 
the affray. The only arrest made by the 
police was that of the lecturer. It scarcely 
seems possible that the right of free speech 
can be so in suppression in any American 
city, or that, in this enlightened day and 
in this republic, sach manifestations of in­ 
tolerance can go nnrebuked and unpun­ 
ished in any community, Zanesville stands 
before the nation to-day disgraced, and 
nothing she can now do will rub out the 
stain of her shame. 


TRIVIAL REFORM. 
Mr. Perry’s bill to amend the Act regn- 
lating the government of State Prisons, 
requires all convicts under twenty-one 
years of age to be confined and kept sepa­ 
rate and apart from those over that age, 
and that "first termers” shall be sepa­ 
rated from those confined for a second or 
further term of imprisonment. This is 
impracticable as our prisons are now con­ 
structed. Even if practicable, it moves 
upon a false theory. Age is not the proper 
standard by which to distinguish tyros in 
crime from hardened offenders. 
Snch 
patch-work efforts to correct our prison 
system can effect nothing, and will not 
advance reformatory measures. 
Mr. Cvttkk has introduced a bill to cure the ob­ 
jections raised by the Supreme Court in the Keyes 
cue as to misjoinder of defendant] charged with a 
commission of a public nuisance. The mining 
county papers call for tbe bill to be defeated. The 
bill provides that in actions to abate a nuisance 
where no damages are claimed, or for an injunction 
to prevent the commission or certinoancc of acts 
creating a nuisance, all persons contributing to the 
creation or continuance of the nuisance com­ 
plained of, may be joined as defendants.

Milwaukee, January lGtb.—George Schel­ 
ler, pioprietor ot the Newhall House bar, 
was airested this afternoon on a charge of 
setting tLe fire which destroyed the Newhall 
House. The arrest was made at Roth’s 
“ Quiet House.” Scheller did not seem to 
be very much surprised. Ha made no state­ 
ment, bnt looked pretty badly broken up. 
He has been drinkkg heavily since the fire, 
and hia face shows the effects of the spree. 
The prisoner was transferred to the County 
J ail. The officers are very reticent about the 
details of the arrest. It is reported that 
Scheller was arrested principally on the 
statement of Licehan and another employe, 
who claim that they saw Scheller in the 
wood-room, where Linehan says the fire orig­ 
inated, and that he was there after 3 
o’clock A M. The District Attorney refused 
to let anyone see Fcheller, the excuse being 
that he was afraid an attempt would be made 
to lynch him. Tc-night messengers r; ported 
at the Sheriff ’a office that excited knots were 
on the streets with talk of lynching. It is 
feared there will be trouble when it becomes 
generally kaown that Scheller ia in enstody, 
but the police and Sheriff are prepared to de­ 
fend him. An extra guard will be kept at 
the j ail all right. Scheller has been in 
financial straits of late. An attempt made 
last Friday to raise §500 on a chattel mort­ 
gage from Charles Shales, a gambler, failed. 
Tha liquor dealer furnishing the bar-room 
holds a note for $200 against Scheller, which 
he offers for ten cents. Scheller claims that 
ha left the bar-room in tha hotel at 1:30 on 
the morning of the fire, but conclusive evi- 
denca is secured to show that he was out until 
3:30 A. M., half an hour before the fire. 
FIFTH DAY’S SEARCH. 
Milwaukee, January 16th.—The fifth 
day’s search through the ruinB of tbe New­ 
hall House resulted in the discovery of frag­ 
ments of eleven bodies, making a total of 
thirty-nine Bince the work began. In the 
afternoon the safe of the bouse was got out, 
rollad upon the sidewalk and opened. 
It was hoped to find in it the 
register showing the names of the persons in 
the hotel at the time of the fire. The con­ 
tents of the safe were badly tumbled and 
tossed, but there was not the least trace of 
any book or paper of tha slightest importance 
in showing who was ia the hotel one week 
ago last night. 
Seriaos Railroad Accident. 
CHICAGO, January 16.h.—Through careless ­ 
ness on the part oi the engineer of the Lake 
Shore passenger train at Englewood this 
morning, it was allowed to run into the 
switch engine of the Rock Island road. 
Both legs of the engineer of the switch engine 
were cut off. Othei employes were injured. 
The passengers were severely shaken up.

Chicago, January lGth.—The casualties 
by the railroad collision this morning were 
more numerous than at first lepnrtfd. Frank 
Jones, conductor of the passenger train, wa's 
thrown violently to the ground, sustained se­ 
vere irjurles, and narrowly escip d death.

Some weeks tinea there appeared in the 
agricultaral departm ent of 
the 
R ecord- 
U n ion an article under the head of “ Golden 
F rn it from Golden Soil,” sitting forth the 
peculiar adaptabilily of tbs climate and soil 
of Oroville and vicinity to the production of 
citrus or eeml-tropical fru it; also speaking 
of the wondeiful success th at had attended 
some individual efforts at cultivating such 
fruits, in a small way, in the foothills of 
B utte coun'y. 
Yesterday the w riter of th at 
article, I. N . Hoag, received by express a bjx 
containing samples of oranges, lemons, limes, 
walnuts, almonds and chestnuts, grown by 
different individuals at and about Orovillp, 
w ith the compliments of the donors. Accom­ 
panying the fruit was a letter, frcm which we 
are perm itted to print the following ex tract: 
" Knowing from your article on the citrus 
fruits of Oroville and vicinity th at you take 
an interest in the production of th at class of 
fruits here in the foothills, we send you by 
express a variety of samples. 
The warm belt 
here is about eighteen miles long by ten in 
w idth. 
Samples have been selected from 
nearly all parts of it. 
W yandotte is at or 
tow ard ths eastern end, while Pencu’s ranch 
is toward the northwester:: limit. 
There 
were about 10,000 oranges seld here (his year 
and about the same number consumed by 
the producers or not sold. ” 
_ The fruit received has been put on exhibi­ 
tion for a few days in the show-window of L. 
L. Lewis & Co., 502 J street, where it can 
be seen by all who take an interest in such 
m atters. 
The specimens cover thirty-three 
plates, and are neatly labeled, giving name of 
grower, with locality where groWD, and va­ 
riety of fruit, as follows : Limes. growD at 
W yandott», rix m ilts east of Oroville, by 
W illiam D unstrn ; A ustralian lemons, grown 
by M rs. M. Pence, twelve miles north of 
Oroville; seedling oranges, from J . Mc- 
SmithV, five miles northeast of O roville; 
K onah oranges, by C. H r Wilcox, Oroville ;

rosse, ice creams in variety, orange ice, coffee, 
tea, lemonade, light ponches, etc. 
Pyram ids 
of pastry and confections adorned the table, 
and one fine “ Liberty ” center-piece graced 
the central table. 
Borquets, baskets and 
dishes of flowers, patted plants, etc., from 
Ebei’s gardens, were 
plentiful upon the 
tables. 
The service was prompt, and under 
the caterei’s immediate direcrioD, by thirty- 
five waiters. 
Supper was ready at 11:30 and 
served from th at hour on. 
On the upper ro­ 
tunda floor the caterer served to guests dar­ 
ing the whole evening punches and lemonade. 


T h e L ate B oard.—The question of the 
legality of the meeting ef the late Board of 
Supervisors held this month, and the busi­ 
ness transacted by them, has arisen by the 
receipt by the present Board of a petition 
from Thomas Anderson, asking th at he be 
appointed Justice of the Peace of Franklin 
township, vice 
Bascomb, deceased. 
The 
petitioner claims th at the appointm ent of P. 
B. Bradford by the old Board wai illegal. Dis­ 
trict A ttorney C'arey yesterday morning filed 
his opinion in the m atter with the Board. 
A fter qnoting the section of the Political 
Cods relative to the term of office of county 
and township officers, and which says “ the 
years during which a Supervise r is to hold 
office are to be computed, respectively, from 
and including the first Alonday in Jan u ­ 
ary 
in 
nny 
one 
year to and exclud­ 
ing the first 
Monday of January next 
succeeding,” the D istrict A ttorney says': 
“ The plain construction of this section, as it 
now stands, is th at the term of office of your 
predecessors expired at midnight on the 31st 
day of December, 1882, and th at from and 
after th at time they were no longer incum­ 
bents of the office of Supervisors of Sacra­ 
mento county, and were devoid of authority 
of law as such.” H e further says th at in his 
ooicion the appointm ent of Bradford to the 
office of Justice of the Peace of Franklin 
township was “ illegal and without the au­ 
thority of law, and void,” and th at there is 
now a vacancy in the office which the present 
Board is authorized by law to fill. 
No action 
was taken in the m atter by the Board, as 
they were engaged elsewhere. 
A t the same 
session of the old Board other business was 
transacted which may be declared illegal. 
The Political Code says the regular seesiors 
of the Board shall begin on the first and 
third Alondays of each month, and continue 
for at least five days. 
The first meeting of 
the new Board was held on the second Mon­ 
day cf the present month, which was not a 
regular session as directed by law, and the 
question of the legality of th at meeting will 
probably be raised. 


N ew R a il r o a d .—Articles of incorporation 
have been filed for the construction of a new 
road, to be known as the San Francisco and 
Colorado River Railroad, with A. E. Davis, 
A. Grover. Chas. Iverson and George C. 
Prentice of San Francisco, and R. AI. G ar­ 
rett. of Alameda, as Directors, 
The capital 
stock is 820,000,C00, divided into §100 shares. 
The road is to be constiucted between San 
Francisco and the Colorado river, reaching 
the latter at or near the 35ch parallel, in the 
State of California. 
The road will be about 
650 miles in length. A. E. Davis is Treasurer 
of the company, and the papers filed in the 
Secretary of State’s office state th at §100,000 
has been paid in.

E iw in B o jth is nearly fifty years of age, 
and ha3 bsea on th e stage upw ards r f th irty 
rears.

E nglish actor, Ju n iu s B ru in s B ooth, who 
cam e to th is country in 1821

H e w as associated w ith 
his fath er in the vioissitu Ies of bis career from 
being a m ere child.

“ R ichard I I I . ” 
H o visited C alifornia in 
1852 w ith hie father, who ieft h ita there, and 
during th e n ex t four veats he roughed it in 
th a t new country, A u stral a and th e S and­ 
wich Ieland?. 
T he elder B 'o '.h died soon 
after he retu rn ed E a st from California. 
E d ­ 
w in cam e hom e in the f ill of 1856, and began 
a b rillian t engagem ent a t B altim ore. 
F rom 
thence he m ade a to u r of the S outh, and be- 
c .me well know n in tb e principal cities of the 
U n ited S tates by th e year 1860, w hen he 
sailed for E ngland. 
B efore his retu rn in 
1862 he had played in L ondon, 
Liverpool 
and M anchester. 
F rom Septem ber 21, 1863, 
to M -rch 23, 1S67, when it was burned down, 
he m anaged the W in ter G arden T heater, N ew 
Y o ik C ity, w here ha produced splendid re­ 
vivals of stan d ard plays. 
B ooth’s T heater 
was opened F eb ru ary 3, I860. 
l a t h e spring 
of 1871 it p :s ed into other hands, af er 
Booth had spent a m illion dollars upon it, b u t 
is still know n by his nam e.
